47  deaths 
of  children  under.  1 year  per  1,000  biruhs.  The  corresponding  rate 
for  the  County  o^1  Pembroke  is  48.1  and  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  is  41.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate 
of  the  district  compares  favouiably  with  the  county  rote,  but  is 
higher  than  the  average  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole.

There  was  no  undue  prevalence  of  any  infectious  diseases 
although  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is" rather  high. 
Unsatisfactory  housing  and  over-crowding  are .undoubtedly  factors  in 
the  high  incidence  of  Tuberculosis.

6 premises  were  disinfected  during  the  year  following  cases  of 
infectious  disease. 

The  appearance  of  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  paralysis)  during  the 
year  was  a matter  for  some  concern.  However  with  a total  of  two 
cases,  the  district  escaped  lightly  in  comparison  with  many  other 
districts. 

The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  is  large  enough  to  justify 
the  introduction  of  immunisation  against  this  disease  which  causes  a 
great  deal  of  illness  amongst  children.

HOUSING  : . . • _ 

At  1st  January  1947,  583  families  required  rehousing;  175 

families  were  rehoused  during  the  year  (permanently  and  temporarily); 
at  31st  December  1947?  640  families  still  required  rehousing. 

At  1st  January  1947,  there  were  497  cases  of  over-crowding; 

170  cases  of  over-crowding  were  relieved  during  the  year:  at  31st 

December  there  were  still  559  cases  of  over-crowding. 

As  will  be  seen  from  these  figures  the  housing  demand  is  not 
being  met*  One  reason  for  this  state  of  affairs  is  the  number  of 
Service  personnel,  who  were  demobilised  during  the  year,  .returning 
home.  The  marriage  rate  has  also  been  hi^h  and  automatically 
creates  a demand  for  housing. 


The  number  of  new  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  130; 
houses  under  construction  but  not  completed  numbered  76.  It  is 
estimated  that  100  new  houses  will  be  completed  during  1948. 

52  Informal  notices  for  repairs  to  houses  were  served  during  the 
year*  these  were  all  complied  with.  39  formal  notices  wore  served, 
for  housing  repairs:  only  23  of  there  were  complied  with,  oho  reason 

being  the  difficulty  in  getting  builders  to  contract.  No  case  was 
taken  to  Court,

Two  Demolition  orders  were  served  during  the  #ear; 
demolition  v/as  carried  out* 

Adequate  housing  Is  one  of  the  greatest  factors  in  the 
maintenance  cf  public  health*  A great  effort  is  required  to  reduce 
the  large  amount  of  ov^r -crowding  and  unnygienic  living  conditi  is 
still  existing  in  the  district.  This  in  no  v/ay  detracts  from  uhe 
progress  made  in  the  housing  programme  during  the  year* 

WATER  SUPPLIES  : 

It  is  esfimaued  that  94/o  of  premises  in  the  district  are 
supplied  with  a piped  water  supply..  Six  premises  were  connected 
to  the  mains  during  the  yea.'* 

The  source  of  the  districts  water  supply  is  the  Prescelly 
gathering  ground.  The  water  from  the  gathering  ground  is  impounded 
and  then  passes  through  a modern  filtration  and  treatment  plant 
before  passing  into  the  mains*  Both  the  quantity  and  the  quality 
of  the  water  have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year* 

The  purity  of  the  water  supply  is  ccntr oiled  by  periodic 
chemical  analyses  and  bacteriological  testing.  This  control  is 
carried  out  by  the  Engineer's  Department  of  the  Council  in  conjunction 
with  the  Public  Analyst.  The  number  of  chemical  and  bacteriological 
samples  taken  during  the  year  was  54.

General  Nuisances  - 

25  Informal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  during  the  year:  these  were  all  complied  with*  One 

Formal  notice  was  served  and  complied  with. 

Nuisances  consisted  chiefly  cf  choked,  drains  and  other 
sanitary  defects* 


Sewage  Dispose  1 - 

It  is  estimated  that  33f  premises  in  the  district  aro 
connected  to  the  main  sewer.  The  number  of  new  premises  sewered 
during  the  year  was  43  • 

f The  7Ves+-  Hah  in  Sewerage  Scheme  was  commenced  during  the 

year.  This  shoo  .d  provide  sewage  disposal  for  man^  of  the  premises 
not  already  sewered. 

The  sewage  of  the  district  is  disposed  cf  into  the  sea 
without  treatment.  The  outfall  is  below  the  norma.  1 low  water  mark. 

This  disposal  should  be  satisfactory  from  a public  health  point  of 
view,  but,  being  untreated,  is  liable  to  create  a nuisance, 
particularly  at  the  Spring  tides. 

Refuse  Disposal  ~ 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  in  the  district 
during  the  year.  The  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Priory  Tipping  Site  This  is  a satisfactory  and  economic 
method  of  disposal* 

The  receptacles  provided  by  householders  for  refuse  are  far 
from  satisfactory.  These  should  bo.  made  of  metal,  be  of  standard 
size,  and  be  fitted  with  an  air-tight  lid. 

Offensive  Trades  - Nil 

Smoke -Nuisance  - Nil  reported? 

Public  Conveniences  - 

— ' ' There  is  one  public  convenience  in  the  district  situated  in 
the  Market  Square,  Milford  Haven.  The  general  hygienic  standard  of 
this  convenience  is  excellent. 

There  is-  a need  for  at  least  two  more  public  conveniences, 
f one  in  the  North  Road  area  and  one  in  Hakin* 

Control  of  Vermin  - 

261  Rodent  Surveys  were  carried,  out  during  the  year.  The 
estimated,  degree  of  infestation  was  nil  to  moderate.  It  is 
estimated  that  10,187  rabsi  were  killed  during  the  year. 

The  Council  has  one  trained.  Rodent  Operator.  A second 
trained  operator  should  be  available  in  case  of  need. 

One  case  of  bed  bug  infestation  occurred  during  the  year: 
the  premises  concerned  was  disinfected. 

Public  Baths  - 

A public  Swimming  Pool  is  situated  in  the  Rath.  Sea  water 
is  used,  being  pumped  up  from  tho  sea.  The  water  is  in  continuous  . 
circulation,  being  cleaned,  aerated  and  chlorinated  during  circulation. 
The  hygienic  standard  is  excellent. 

Street  Cleansing  - 

■ The  main  streets  are  cleaned  deily:  subsidary  streets  are 

cleaned  once  weekly. 

It  is  important  that  cleaning  in  the  shopping  centre  should 
hot  coincide  with  shopping  hours,  otherwise  a danger  to  public  healbh 
arises.

It  is  estimated  that  99.9 c/°  of  milk  consumed  in  the  district  is 
non-designated,  i.e.  Ungraded,  It  is  also  estimated  that  a very 
small  percentage  of  the  milk  ccnsumned  is  Pasteurised, 

So  inspections  of  cowsheds  and  dairies  were  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

180  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacterio- 
logical testing!  bhese  were  all  taken  at  production  level.  32 
samples  wore  unsat isfactoryP 

The  production  a nd  distribution  of  milk  in  the  district  is 
reasonably  satisactory.  But,  as  previously  stated,  the  bulk  of  the 
milk  is  ungraded.  This  me~ns  that  it  is  cornin';  from  herds  which 
have  only  the  minimum  supervision  as  regards  freedom  from  disease. 

Tuberculosis,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Entric  Fever  and 
Poliomyelitis  (infantile  Paralysis)  may  all  be  attributable,  directly 
or  indirectly,  to  milk.  Bovine  Tuberculosis  causes  a great  deal  of 
suffering  and  crippling  amongst  chiluren.  The  only  safe  milk  is  a 
Pasteurised  milk,  although  milk  from  a Tuberculin  Tested  herd 
properly  produced  and  handled,  is  a reasonably  pure  milk.  As  a 
first  step  in  the  supply  of  a safe  milk  to  the  public  all  ungraded 
or  non-designated  milk  should  be  Pasteurised;  also  tho  production 
of  a Tuberculin  Tested  milk  should  be  encouraged. 


FACTORIES  & WORKSHOPS  : 

There  are  b 2 premises  in  the  district  subject  to  the  Factories 
Act,  1937.  There  are  no  classified  dangerous  trades. 

248  inspections  of  Factories  and  Workshops  were  carried  out 
during  the  year;  two  written  notices  were  served  for  improvement  to 
be  carried  out.  Chief  defect  found  was  lack  of  cleanliness. 


There  are  21  Out  workers  in  the  district. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION  : 

l4l  children  were  immunised  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

This  represents  satisfactory  progress  in  tho  Immunisation  Campaign. 

The  object  in  Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  to  immunise  every  child 
between  the  ago  of  6 and  12  months,  and  to  reinforce  this  immunity  at 
the  age  of  3 to  6,  and  again  at  the  age  of  10  to  11.  Thus  protection 
against  Diphtheria  is  given  to  the  child  before  and  during  school  life. 


It  may  be  of  interest  to  examine  the  statistics  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  regarding  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  and 
deaths  occurring  over  the  past  twelve  years  - These  are  as  follows  -

It  will  be  seen  from  a study  of  this  table  that  both  the  total 
number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  the  deaths  have  rapidly  decreased 
since  the  commencement  of  a nation  wide  intensive  Immunisation  campaign 
in  1941. 


PE RS ORAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  ; 

The  child  and  Maternity  Welfare  Service,  the  School  Medical 
Service,  the  Midwifery,  Home  Nursing,  Health  visiting,  the  Domestic 
Help  Services  and  the  care  of  the  Mentally  Defective  and  tho  Blind 
are  all  organised  by  the  County  Council.
